The New Terms. 

The exclusive Ottawa dispatch 
which -we published yesterday may 
eafely be accepted as a faithful fore- 
shadowing of Mr. Mackenzie's relaxed 
railway tonus; for, although not of- 
ficial, our correspondent has means of 
access to souicesof information which 
leaves not tho slightest ground for 
doubt that what has been published 
is, as far as it goes, substantially what 
Mr. Mackonzie has decided upon 
submitting to the people of British 
Columbia. Such being the case, lot 
us turn tho New Terms over and see 
■what they aro like, romembering.how- 
CTer, that no one would be justified 
in "finding a verdict" until the scheme 
. shall have been more fully and accur- 
ately delineated. That can only be 
properly dono after seeing the ollicial 
proposal in the fullness of its details. 
We are free to confess that the pro- 
posal, bo far as one can judge from its 
bald indofiniteuess.is less favorable to 
British Columbia than we were led to 
hope, or than, as wo thiiik,tho country 
has a right to expect. In dealing 
with tho subject, it should ever bo 
borne in mind that British Columbia 
is the weaker, poorer party to a com- 
pact the terras of which she is asked 
to relax for tho benefit of tho stronger, 
richer party. Under these circum- 
stances, it would bo neither magnani- 
mous nor dignified, it would not be 
evon just.for the Dominion to put us 
off with poor terms. But let us en- 
deavour to analyze the dispatch, and 
c-amine more closely its constituent 
parts. Tho raihva\ and telegraph be- 
tween Esquimalt and Nanaimo to be 
built at once; work to be commenced 
before the 2Uth July next. So far 
good; yet, however peremptory "at 
once" may sound, we confess that we 
elould prefer to have a specified period 
for completion. But peihajjs here we 
are only anticipating details already 
decided upon. Surveys on the Main- 
land to be vigorously prosecuted, and 
the work of railway construction to be 
begun on the Mainland as soon as tho 
route is decided. Now, it is quite 
clear that the work of railway construc- 
tion on the Mainland cannot precede 
the determination of the route; but we 
venture to think that this is ra- 
ther too indefinite to satisfy the 
people on tho Mainland. It ap- 
pears to us that some limit might be 
put to the time devoted to surveys. 
Vigorous prosecution sounds very well; 
but it is mere sound, after all. Why 
not come down at once with, say, the 
20th July, 1875, as the time for com- 
mencing the work of actual construc- 
tion on the Mainland V There can bo 
little doubt that, should the Govern- 
ment so determine, the Engineer's ro- 
port would bo forthcoming in plenty of 
time to admit of the commencement of 
construction taking place at tbtf period 
mentioned, or, possibly, much sooner. 
On tho other hand, under the name of 
■vigorous prosecution, these surveys 
might easily bo made to occupy two 
or "three years. It does not, therefore, 
■eem unreasonable to contend for an 
arbitrary and not distant date for too 
commencement of railway construction 
on tho Mainland. There is another 
point in connection with this part of the 
subject upon which we desiro to touch. 
Commencement at one point on the Main- 
land, and tlint point on tho seaboard, 
could scarcely satisfy tho people of the 
interior. It would not be conducive to 
the best intorests of the country. A sole 
commencement at tho seaboard means tho 
consumption for the most part of foreign 
produce, leaving the great interior of out- 
country for several years, at anyrate.dtbti- 
tute of a market and thus losing tho 
cream of tho advantago of expenditure. If 
a bogiuning must be made on the sea 
board, let there Le inoro beginnings than 
one; but if there is to bo only one, let it 
be at some centrnl point beyond the Cas- 
cades, so that tho consequent expendi- 
ture may enrich and fructify our own 
country and build up prosperous commu- 
nities and permanent industries which 
shall, in turn, contribute to swell railway 
traffic, instead of enriching and 
building up a formidable f reign riral. 
In honest truth, tho population beyond 
the Cascades cannot afford to wait until 
tl e work shall have penetrated from one 
beginning on the seaboard. They n.ust 
have a market sooner. But, hero ajrain, 
it is possublo that we may only ho antici- 
pating tho details of Mr. Mackenzie's pro- 
posal. Now for the question of a mini- 
mum expenditure: Mr. Mackenzie's pro- 
posal is in reulily the substitution of 
money for time as the essence of tho con- 
tract, and the amount of tho minimum ex- 
penditure, therefore, becomos a question 
of vital concernment. Tho amountis fix- 
ed at one million and a half; and hero, 
•gain, wo feel tho want of details. If this 
figure is intended to cover tho expendi- 
ture on both Mainland and Island there 
used be little hesitation in pronouncing it 
inadequate If, however, as would seem 
not improbable, it is only intended to 
mark the minimum annual expenditure 
in railway construction on the Mainland, 
altogether apart from tho construction of 
the line between hero and Nauaimo,tuore 
would in all probability bo little disposi- 
tion to cavil at it; and thot is precisely 
how we think the mutter ought to bo ar- 
ranged. Possibly it is so arranged. This 
brings us to tho last item: Tho construc- 
tion of a waggon road and telegraph line 
to tho Rocky Mountains. These cannot 
be supposed to constitute a very impor- 
tant consideration with the people of 
either section; nor can they bo regarded 
altogether in the light of a concession on 
the part of the Dominion, inasmuch as 
they would naturally, perhaps necossori- 
ly, grow out of tho original or any com 



Yot, nevertheless, the immediate prosecu- 
tion oven of these works would tend to 
Supply tho groat want of tbo interior, 
should tho impression obtain, howovor,. 
that tho wuggon road is to bo instead of 
the railway, or that the la'.ter is to bo any 
longer iu coming in consideration of 
tho lornier btiiiig immediately supplied, 
it is alfeelntoly certain that the people of 
tho Mainland " would, with ouo united' 
voice, say "We want no v aggon road.'' 
It will readily be gathered from these 
necessarily very general observations 
that wo aro not too favorably impressed 
with Mr. Mackenzie's Now Torms,so,i'ar as 
they may bo judged from tho bald out- 
lines, wo have boforo us; but, as has been 
intimated, it may happen that, dressod 
up in tho esse#ial and important details, 
tho schemo may look vory much better. 
There aro other matters and conditions 
which wo think should bo embraced in 
any new tonus, but wo must leave tho 
consideration of theso for a future occa- 
sion. Wo cannot, howovor, close the 
presont article without laying it down iw 
a sine qua non that the Imperial Govern- 
ment shall not bo less a party to any new 
bargain with Canada than it is to the old. 
This the people of British Columbia have 
a right to expect; and wo are disposed to 
believe they will insist upon it. In truth, 
tho more intimately the Imperial Govern- 
ment can be associated with tho matter 
tho hotter will it bo both for Canada and 
British Columbia.

Eastern States

rights and school privileges, asking Con- 
gross the civil rights bill and thanking 
Butlor for his championship of their 
cause; also, appointing a committee to 
tako measures looking towards tho erec- 
tion of a monument to Sumner and recog- 
nition of his friendship for tho raco. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Canada- 

Ottawa, Ont., April 22.— Tho follow- 
ing proposition was made in tho Houso 
to-day: To establish Sanitary Statistics 
tho Government will placo tho Canadian 
dictation under tho English, army and 
will start a college aftor tho model of 
Wost Point. 

Tho Canadian Tariff is much opposed 
by the manufacturers, who allego that it 
places everything in tho hands of Ameri- 
oan manufacturers. Thoy want freo trado 
with tho United Slates. 

A bill is advancod to prevent any one 
company from obtaining a monopoly of 
landing cables on Newfoundland. 

Tho peoplo are still petitioning for a 
prohibitory liquor law. 

Toronto, April 22.— A dispatch from 
Fort Garry to tho Toronto Globe, dated 
yesterday, says: "Last evening two 
armod French half-breeds went to the 
houso of ex-President Bruce and ordered 
hira to stop writing letters to tho news- 
papers on the rebellion, or they would 
shoot him. They maltreated him fear- 
fully, and broko windows, etc., to tho 
serious alarm of tho family. Ono of them 
has been arrested. Bruce has removed 
into tho city, fearing further persecu- 
tion. "* 



Europe- 

London, April 21 — An action to recover 
8500,000 salvage has been entered against 
the steamer Ameriquo by parties who 
picked her up and brought hor into Ply- 
mouth. Tho vessel has been taken in 
charge by the law officers to wait tho re- 
sult of tho action. 

Paris, April 22. — Baron Gustave do 
Rothschild, Austrian Consul-Gonoral in 
this city, is reported dead. 

Tho Suez Canal Company publish a 
protest against the decision of the Inter- 
national Commission in regard to tonnage 
on tho canal, and notify vessels that they 
can not pass, uuluss thoy pay tho Compa- 
ny's regularly iixod dues. Even the Bri- 
tish men-of-war are required to pay tho 
ratos proscribed by tho Company, before 
thoy aro permitted to outer tho canal. 

Tho Tiohborno olaimaut is denied a 
now trial on all tho points raised. 

Particulars of tho election in Switzer- 
land indicate that tho Plebiscite on Re- 
vision of tho Federal Constitution has re- 
sulted in a majority of 100,000 in favor of 
tho revision. 

London, April 2 Ith. —Tho death of 
Professor John Phillips, of Oxford Uni- 
versity, was caused by an accident. 

A partial investigation into tho circum- 
stances attending the accident to the 
stoamer Ameriquo shows that tha hull of 
steamer was perfectly water-tight. Tho 
accident was caused by tho valvos being 
left open. 

In tho Houso of Lords to-day, Mar- 
quis of Salisbury, Secretary of Stato for 
India, said: Tho next harvest in India 
promises to bo abundant, and tho present 
provision against famine is undoubtedly 
ample. 

In tho Houso of Commons. Mr. Smallet 
movod that tho suddenness of tho late 
dissolution of Parliament i:< deserving of 
tho censure of tho House. Ho character- 
ized tho act as a coup d'etat by which tho 
last Government sought, unconstitution- 
ally, to retain power. Ho declared that 
Mr. Gladstono has resorted to a strate- 
gem whieh was ungenerous to his friends 
insolent to his opponents, and baroly 
honest to tho nation. 

Mr. Whalloy seconded tho motion. 

Mr. Gladstono stigmatized thoassertion 
that tho dissolution was planned as un- 
truo, absurd and impossible. Ho chal- 
lenged a repetition of tbe word "tricks- 
ter" whieh had been applied, and upon 
refusal of Mr. Smallet to repeat it, ho 
charged him with a loss of doconoy aud 
manliness. Ho defended tho aot of disso- 
lution, whioh ho declared would have 
boon moro inoonvonient had it beon post- 
poned. On concluding his Bpeeoh, 
Gladstono loft tho Houiia. 

Tho motion was negatived without a 
division, Much excitomont was manifest- 
ed at tho closn of tho ballot. 

Tho. last Parliamentary election in 
Wakefield has boon annulled on aocourt 
of bribery. 

London, April 21th. — Tho doath of 
John Phillips, tho Geologist, is announo- 
«d to-day. Ho was 73 yoara old< 



West Indies. 

Kingston, Jamaica, April 21.— Tho col- 
ony continues to progress, and agricul- 
ture, generally, may be said to bo thriv- 
ing. 

Tho late high price of cofleo has in- 
spired the small cultivators to increase 
thoir areas of cultivation. 

Eastern States- 

Richmond, Virginia, April 22.— The 
total loss on tho Haxalf, Crenshaw k 
Company Mills and connecting buildings 
by burning last night, and the damage 
done to business, will not full short of 
$500,000; total amount of insurance on 
mills, stock and machinery, will aggre- 
gate 8220,000. The structure will bo re- 
built immediately. During tho fire, four 
or five firemen were badly but not seri- 
ously injured. The lire is supposed to 
have resulted from the friction of the 
smut machine in the upper story of the 
lumber office, on tho river front. The 
hands of tho mills woro at work at tho 
tiruo the firo broko out. 



Central America. 

Tho coffee crop of Costa Rica has 
beon small, but will bo made up to 
the planters by iho increased prices 
abroad. 

In spite of tho unpatriotic attempts 
of a fow to disturb public order, both 
the Government and Lho railroad go on 
smoothly. 

Propositions nro under considera- 
tion for erecting light-housesin thebay 
of Panama. 

South. America- 

Tho death of John Cutbill, of the 
firm of Cutbill, Morrison & Co.. foun- 
der of Valparaiso, took placo in tho 
latter city on tho 18th of February 
last. 

In Bolivia a judicial injury was in 
progress on information given of n 
conspiracy against the Government. 
This is an intention to set firo to the 
barracks in tho town of Viacha,and to 
assassinate Goneral Daza, which was 
given by a German thief, and who, on 
being captured, was forced to declare 
what he knew under the lash. Various 
persons continue in prison, against 
whom nothing can be proved.

During the year help wan afforded In the eases of SO 
persons or fSttttlieB, the relief being ronticued in tome 
instances (where the circumstances ralle I for it) dur- 
ing several month*, and the Belief Committee have 
good reason t j believe that the, aid rendered has done 
good service and been applied with due regard to the 
objects the Society seeks to fulfil. 

Amongst the number of those relloved during the 
past year were 3 widows with children, 5 tradesman 
and 2 mechanics iwith lamihes) whose reduced elr- 
Cumstancet had arisen through illhealthor other rail 
fortune. Eleven indigent persons were assisted to 
reach their homes and friends, and the Society hat 
in this respect agaiu to commend the owners of the 
mail steamer "Princt Alfred" for tho rosdiuett lnrarl- 
ably shown by them to further the objects of the So- 
ciety. 

The Ladies Committee (organized and distributed 
over 10 districts, covering the whole of the City) haTC 
proved most useful, and have prevented much delay 
in the administration of assistance from time te time. 
One or two attempts at imposition have to bt reeord- 
ed. which however were met and frustrated; but it it 
gratifying to know that the Society's heip has bsen 
found acceptable where the recipients would hare 
shrunk from luakitiK known thslr distress known. 

The flood objects of tho Society are so broad and 
comprehensive In their character that they should 
command thu sympathy and support of the well dis- 
posed throuchout the Province, and it is therefore 
hoped that the receipts of tho preseut year may bo 
lUgmentcd so that the usefulness of tho Society may 
not in any event be jeopardized.
